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LITTLE VISITS TO THE STUDS

TO LE MAR STOCK FARM. 


HERE has just been completed at 

Leo J. Marks’ Le Mar Stock Farm, on 
the Paris Pike, near Lexington, a new 
stable of two stalls to be occupied by 
Misstep and Canaan when those good 
horses come from racing this autumn to 
enter the stud as stallions next season. 
The stable has been erected on the highest 
ground of this splendidly located and well 
appointed breeding establishment. It is 
modeled after the stallion stables at 
Walter J. Salmon’s Mereworth Stud. 


Between the two stalls, which are 16 
feet square, there is an eight-foot hallway, 
wainscoated to a height of about five 
feet, and from there to the ceiling fitted 
with iron rods, so that the stallions may 
see one another. In the hallway is an oats 
bin, saddle rack, and receptacles for 
brooms, buckets, and other articles such 
as are usually used in the care of stallions. 
There is loft room for a large quantity of 
hay and straw. 


Each stall is equipped with two wide 
sliding doors and two windows, which also 
slide into the wall. There is a wainscoated 
shed front and back. The floors of these 
sheds are of a stone and tar mixture, com- 
monly known as cold patch, excellent for 
the purpose. The floors of the stalls are 
of clay. Iron hay racks are the only 
permanent equipment in the stalls. Water 
in buckets is served from a hydrant out- 
side and feeding is done in troughs which 
are entered through and attached beneath 
one of the windows. 


This stable is in the center of a field 
of about four acres, which is to be divided 
into two paddocks, with about two acres 
in each. Mr. Marks has placed an order 
for the necessary double fencing to be 
done for arrangement of the paddocks. 


Across a lane and immediately opposite 
the stallion paddocks, Mr. Marks has pur- 
chased an acre lot from one of his neigh- 
bors in which will be constructed the 
breeding hall. This will be reached for 
visiting mares by way of the lane extend- 
ing from the Paris Pike alongside the 
Lexington Sales Paddocks erected last 
year by E. J. Tranter, president of the 
Fasig-Tipton Company. While this lane 
is for the use of all persons who have 
property touching it, it has never been

paved. However, John Holleran, a Paris, 
Ky., road builder is now at work con- 
structing crushed stone pavement at the 
joint expense of Messrs. Marks and 
Tranter. 

Mr. Marks has also contracted with Mr. 
Holleran to put in several roads and paths 
on Le Mar Stock Farm, so that stallions 
and mares can be led to and from barns 
and paddocks and to the breeding hall in 
bad weather without having to be in 
the mud. 

After we had a look about over these 
new arrangements in company with 
Superintendent James Lucas, we went 
over to the broodmare barns to see the 
mares and foals. There are fourteen 
mares with foals at their sides, and the 
voungsters are equally divided in matter 
of sex. 

The first mare led out was *Ridicule II, 
dam of the winners King David, Sign Off 
and Mockery, by Black Jester out of 
Flower Jug, by Florizel II. This is a 
large mare and she has a chestnut filly 
by Ladkin which is very sizeable, with 
excellent bone and considerable quality. 
It is a typical Ladkin about the head, with 
the exception that it has proper ears. Mr. 
Lucas seemed to be quite enthusiastic 
about this filly’s future, and thinks that 
she will develop into something very 
worthwhile. 

Alma Gaffney, a very smooth, neatly 
made mare, by Jim Gaffney out of 
Bramble Bush, by Celt and she out of 
Rubas, (dam of the stakes winner Berry 
Maid, also producer, Ohagan, Dahlgren, 
Higher Up and Kris Kingle, and _ half- 
sister to Salvage, winner 40 races), by 
Bramble. She has a smart bay filly by 
*Baigneur; the youngest foal on the place. 

Amarack, a young daughter of *Wrack 
from *Amalette, by St. Amant, has a very 
broad-boned bay colt by *San-utar. This 
is the first of the get of this handsome, 
big chestnut horse by Sunder, out of 
Yokohama, by Santoi, which we later saw 
in his stable on another part of the place. 
This colt, as well as others, which we 
afterwards saw, shows that *San-utar is 
a good breeder and that he will get horses 
of strength and durability. Mr. Lucas in- 
formed us that this colt and the other four 
foals by *San-utar on the premises are 
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STREET BETTING. 

UR law, we understand, has for its foundation 

the old English law. If that be correct, we 
wonder what, if any, effect a recent decision of 
an English higher court would have on Kentucky 
law as regards betting on horse races. In Eng- 
land totalizator (pari-mutuel) betting is lawful, 
under act of Parliament, at the race courses. In 
Kentucky, by act of the Legislature, betting 
under the pari-mutuel system at race courses is 
lawful. In England credit betting can be done 
by post or wire, but ready money betting can 
not be done in houses or offices. Ready money 
betting in the streets, however, is permitted. In 
Kentucky betting in houses or offices, whether by 
credit or cash, is unlawful. 


At Sheffield, England, a bookmaker named 
Goodison was arrested after a raid and charged 
by the police with having kept a hut in Bramall 
Lane for ready money betting. Sheffield magis- 
trates dismissed the case. The police appealed 
the decision to the King’s Bench. It was shown 
that Goodison had employed runners to collect 
ready money from backers in the streets, under 
the terms that Goodison paid all losses, while 
the runners received a percentage of any profits. 
Slips were handed in before 2 o’clock each racing 
day, but the money represented by the trans- 
actions was not handed over until the next day. 
The police contended that as soon as the money 
was handed by the backer to the runner it was 
received by the respondent, which is to say book- 
maker Goodison, and consequently, as arrange- 
ments were made for it to be paid in at the 
hut, the hut was used for an illegal purpose. 

Attorneys for Goodison submitted that the hut 
was equipped and used for credit betting, and it 
Was argued that when a member of the public 
paid over the money to a runner, that money was 
irrevocably received, and could not be said to 
be received again when the agents went to the 
hut 24 hours later to make some calculations as 
the result of which money might be paid either 
to the bookmaker or the agents. These attorneys 
argued further that a lot depended, in regard to 
the passing of the money, on whether the bets 
had been successful or not. 


In giving judgment, the Chief Justice, Lord 


Hewart, said it was a clear case; that the re- 
spondent, by his agents, really received the 
money in the street for the purpose of betting, 
and at the time the money was received the 
bets or contingencies were matters relating to 
the future. He was of the opinion that the ap- 
peal must succeed, and the case must go back 
to the magistrates with instructions that they 
must convict. The other two members of the 
court, Justices Avory and Wright, agreed, and 
the appeal was allowed. 

Now, we wonder if it would not be lawful in 
Kentucky (and perhaps in Maryland and Illinois) 
for the racing associations to have agents in the 
streets to accept wagers from backers and send 
those wagers to the race courses for inclusion in 
the pooling on the several races? Under this 
English decision, the act in the street was an act 
in the hut. The logic of that, it seems, would be 
that a wager made in the street with an agent 
for the racing association would be a wager 
made at the course, and therefore legally made. 

Should this be, it would have the effect of a 
great and beneficial change. It would put the 
punter into position to have true track odds for 
his wagers, instead of standing the toll taken 
by handbookmakers in the nature of sums re- 
tained over certain limits of their own fixing. 
It would cause the closing of thousands of 
illegally conducted betting places, served with 
surreptitiously gathered and surreptitiously dis- 
tributed betting information by wire and phone. 

By purchases and amalgamations during the 
last several years, the various “wire services” 
have been brought under one control. A similar 
control exists in the distribution of charts ap- 
pearing in the principal daily publications de- 
voted exclusively to racing. All of this is 
monopolistic and, being so, it is dangerous to 
public welfare and damaging to the Turf. 

If it can legally be done, by all means let the 
racing associations put agents in the streets and 
give the public that to which the public is 
entitled. 


Commenting upon The Scout’s victory in the 
Knowsley Stakes at Liverpool, The London Times’ 
racing correspondent comments: “He is by a 
French sire, Sir Gallahad III, who should have 
been bought for this country.” 
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BULL DOG COMING SOON. 
HE BLoop-HorseE is in receipt of informa- 
tion from Clarence Hailey, manager of 
Hailey’s Bloodstock Agency, 27 Cavendish 
Square, London, W. 1., England, that Bull Dog 
will be shipped from France for Kentucky “about 
the end of August.” It was through Mr. Hailey 
that Charles B. Shaffer bought the brother to 
*Sir Gallahad III from Captain Jefferson D. 
Cohn, of Paris, to take the place of the dead 
My Play (own brother to Man o’ War) at Cold- 
stream Stud, near Lexington. Telling of Bull 
Dog, Mr. Hailey informs THE BLOOD-HORSE: 

“This is a horse of quality, a good bay brown 
in color, standing 16 hands. He has only run 
seven times in his career. At two years, he ran 
second in a good race to Chateau Bouscaut, win- 
ner of the French Derby this year; and this 
year, at three, he won a 30,000-franc race, and 
on July 13, at Le Touquet, an International race, 
value 135,000 francs, beating a high-class field, 
weight-for-age class. The race was run over 
a mile and he won in record time. He ran in the 
French Two Thousand Guineas, but had no 
chance, as he was knocked over. 

“If anyone your way can remember Buchan, 
you have in Bull Dog one of his type. If looks, 
pedigree and performances count for anything, 
Bull Dog should bring success to Coldstream 
Farm. 


“One should especially bear in mind that Bull 
Dog never ran in a handicap.” 

THE BLOOD-HORSE is quite certain that the 
coming of Bull Dog will be awaited with much 
interest by breeders in all parts of the country, 
and especially by those who must admire the 
sportsmanship of Mr. Shaffer in seeking the best 
blood for his grand Kentucky establishment, 
which, at the same time, is good business, not 
alone for the master of the haras, but for the 
country as well.

When this cup arrived at Owensboro, Ky., 
where are situated the principal offices of the 
Dade Park Jockey Club, we had the following 
highly appreciated letter from James C. Ellis, 
president and principal stockholder of the Dade 
Park Jockey Club, to whom belongs the credit 
for the preservation of the plant near Evansville 
and Henderson and the continuation of racing 
there: 

“THE BLOOD-HORSE Trophy cup arrived yester- 
day, and sure is a beauty. We have the cup on 
exhibition at present in the drug store in Hotel 
Owensboro, and will send it over to Evansville 
+ soon for display in some prominent place. 

“The unusual amount of interest shown by the 


many spectators viewing this cup assures us that 
THE BLoopD-HORSE is going to make new acquaint- 
ances in this section, and that THE BLOOD-HORSE 
Trophy race will be a feature at Dade Park, all 
of which pleases us very much.” 


The following appeared in The Owensboro In- 
quirer: “A beautiful silver loving cup, 24 inches 
in height, to be presented to the owner of the 
winning horse in THE BLOOD-HORSE Trophy, feature 
race at Dade Park on August 23, has arrived at 
the office of the Dade Park Jockey Club in 
Owensboro. The trophy has been presented by 
Thomas B. Cromwell, editor and publisher of 
THE BLOoD-HoRSE, a Lexington publication, de- 
voted to the interests of horsemen. The race is 
for 2-year-olds over a distance of five and a half 
furlongs and carries with it a purse of $1,200. 
Mr. Cromwell has probably done more for Thor- 
oughbred racing in Kentucky than any other 
person. He will be present at Dade Park on the 
day of the race and will present the cup to the 
owner of the winning horse.”

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ODDS AND ENDS

QUIPOISE is still king of the 2-year-old di- 
BK vision . . . so he remains in my own humble 
estimation, at least. It is true that he was 
beaten way off by Jamestown for the Saratoga 
Special, but it is also true that he popped a 
splint during the running of the rcae, therefore, 
it cannot wisely be said that the race was a true 
index to the relative ability of the two. Again, 
Equipoise is still well in the van of his division 
in the matter of earnings. 


Practically every Turf scribe in the country 
referred to Jamestown as the “dethroner of Equi- 
poise,’ in discussing the race, but now, well, the 
complexion of the outcome has changed consid- 
erably insofar as its value as a gauge is con- 
cerned. All of which goes to prove that it never 
pays to be hasty in acclaiming or disclaiming a 
champion. 

Equipoise had a substantial excuse for each of 
his defeats and, with the exception of James- 
town, has since beaten those colts which beat him. 
And don’t you know that he might beat this 
Jamestown just as he did the others? In his 
last work for the Special he went six furlongs in 
1:11 3-5 in the easiest fashion with his weight up, 
going to the quarter in :22 2-5, half in :46 and 
five-eighths in :58 3-5. He fell out of it in the 
actual running, three-quarters in 1:11 2-5, being 
beaten three lengths. Now do you think that 
was his race? 

There is no denying the quality of Jamestown, 
but whether or not he is a better racer than Equi- 
poise remains to be seen. The answer will prob- 
ably come with the result of the Belmont Futu- 
rity. Freddy Hopkins expects to have his charge 
ready for the question by then. The forthcom- 
ing renewal of this old fixture promises to be a 
race worth going many miles to see, as it will 
probably bring together Equipoise, Jamestown, 
Epithet and Insco, unquestionably the four best 
colts to have sported silks in juvenile races to 
date this year. No one knows just how good 
any one of this quartette is at this time. 

But, to get back to the Special, which race had 
its initial running in 1901, do you know that such 
grand performers as Broomstick, Peter Pan, 
Sweep, Iron Mask, Pompey, Friar Rock, Papp, 
Kai-Sang, Black Toney and Hourless took a 
beating in the event? Strangely enough, Equi- 
poise carries the blood of Broomstick and Peter 
‘Pan and comes of that which produced Sweep, 
Iron Mask, Papp and Black Toney, while James- 
town’s sire, St. James, won the race in 1923. 
St. James and Regret, winner in 1914, held the 
record for the race (1:11 3-5) until Jamestown 
came along and clipped one-fifth of a second off 
the mark. 

Harry Payne Whitney would probably realize 
a fortune out of that handsome yearling bay colt 
by St. James-Swinging (dam of Equpoise) were 
he to offer him at the Spa mart, and this in 
spita of the slump in prices. 

S was expected, Jockey Mack Garner, who 

recently left the employ of William Ziegler, 
Jr., was not long in making a connection with 
another big Eastern establishment. From Sara- 
toga comes word that he has been engaged by 
Joseph E. Widener. The contract, ’tis said, does 
not expire until 1932, and is the most renumera- 
tive held by any plying the profession in the 
United States. This restores the one time pow- 


erful combination of Trainer Pete Coyne and 
Jockey Mack Garner. Pete has always been a 
great admirer of Garner, and when he had him 
under his wing in Kentucky a few seasons back, 
the Iowa pilot more than delivered the goods. 
Thus far this year the Widener stable has not 
cut much figure in Eastern racing, but with Gar- 
ner to ride it’s members, there will, in all prob- 
ability, be a different story to tell. Mack has a 
knack of getting a lot of run out of horses and 
he seems to improve with age. For four years 
Garner has been keeping himself in the best 
physical condition and when he is in his present 
form he doesn’t have to look up to any rider in 
the country. 
* * * 
HE Louisville Times, which was back of Beck- 
ham in the last election, Beckham being op- 
posed to racing, printed a long story of the type 
which goes against the sport, in a recent edition, 
heralding a “Chicago Racing War.” Of course, 
the management at Arlington and that of the 
American Turf Association, are competitors and 
jit is true that relations have become somewhat 
strained between the two bodies in the past sum- 
mer. The publicity agents represent the “armies” 
and in their constant and feudalistic attacks upon 
one another’s “menu” and “shop,’”’ they seem to 
have overlooked the point that they are going 
to extremes which serve only as argument for 
those who are opposed to racing and to disgust 
those who are fond of the sport and patronize 
the tracks of the two bodies. It is just a case 
of “one word brought on another.’ You publici- 
ty men had best pull up before the lid is clamped 
on in Chicago again, you are only defeating your 
own purpose.

HERE seems to be a demand at the Saratoga 
ringside for the get of Macaw, son of Peter 
Pan—Polly Flinders, by Burgomaster. The buy- 
ers’ confidence in Macaw is as yet unwarranted, 
but it has the aspects of being well placed, con- 
sidering the accomplishments of other Peter Pan 
sires, such as Pennant, Black Toney, Tryster and 
Noah. The very first of the get of Macaw to be 
passed into the ring brought $13,000. This was 
the chestnut colt out of *Antoinette, consigned 
by Alex Gordon and purchased by the Brook- 
meade Stable. And Macaw is a “speed sire.”

‘AW in The Morning Telegraph (New York) 
recently where Quatra Bras, brother to *Sir 
Gallahad III and Bull Dog, won the Prix Yacow- 
lef, the ‘juvenile classic of the French Turf,” the 
other day at Deauville, in the colors of his owner 
and breeder, Captain Jefferson Davis Cohn. 
The “Morntelly” is unauestionablv the best rac- 
ing daily to be had. “Jack’’ FitzGerald contrib- 
utes volumes of interesting matter and the staff 
photographer, Hugh Miller, is in a class by him- 
self where horses in training are concerned.

4E vanguard of the “Saratoga yearlings,” 
which are to be broken at either Churchill 
Downs or Douglas Park, arrived early last week 
and included five consigned to Johnny Jones, 
which were purchased by J. P. Jones, a young 
Virginia sportsman, and seven purchased at the 
famous mart by Charles E. “Boots” Durnell, and 
which will probably be broken by “Old Jeff,’’ Mr. 
Durnell’s highly capable colored lieutenant. All 
shipped in fine style. One very attractive miss 
in the Jones lot is the black daughter of *Light 
Brigade—-Satin, thus an own sister to Oh Susan- 
na. Satin is also the grandam of Brown Wis-

broken for Leo. J. Marks, before long. 


The Durnell yearlings were nearly all bought 
out of Mrs. T. J. Regan’s consignment. The star 
of the lot is the bay colt by Pennant—Sis Martin 
(brother to Pennant Lass). which was sold for 
$17,000. They are quartered at Mr. Durnell’s pala- 
tial barn on Longfield Avenue and are in charge 
of Harry Williams, who, like many of the Dur- 
nell employees, hails from Indiana, Jefferson- 
ville, to be exact.

Actu- 
ary sires a nice type of horse and all his get can 
run. Trainer Moody says he is going to take his 
time with Pittsburgher this season, as he is a 
big, growthy colt and one of the sort that should 
improve over his 2-year-old form if not rushed. 
The writer has a hunch that his sire, In Memo- 
riam, will soon be located at Wood F. Axton’s 
Wildwood Farm, just a few miles from Loulevitie, 
at Skylight, Kentucky. 


NO TURF WAR. 


On page 800, week ending July 5, THE BLoop- 
HORSE expressed the view that Editor George J. 
Meyer of The Home-Stretch (San Francisco) had 
become unduly alarmed over rumors reaching the 
Pacific Coast of the likelihood of a Turf war at 
Chicago. Now we find Vernon Sanders quoting

ALLY’S ALLEY, bred and owned by Willis 

Sharpe Kilmer, master of Court Manor Stud, 
where stands the good sire *Sun Briar, raced at 
two and three years old in the colors of her 
breeder and won for him as a 2-year-old $94,487, 
and as a 3-year-old $9,515, total earnings of 
$104,002. She started 11 times at two and won 
five races and was once second. Her victories at 
two included the Clover Stakes, Belmont Futur- 
ity, in which she beat Zev by three lengths, and 
Wilderness, Blossom Time, etc., finished back of 
her, and the Pimlico Futurity (1 mile in 1:39 1-5) 
in which she defeated Martingale, My Own, and 
eight others. 

At three she started ten times, winning three 
races and was three times second. Her only 
stakes victory at three was the Capitol Handicap, 
in which she set a new track record of 1:11 2-5 
for the six furlongs. She was second to Untidy 
in the Alabama Stakes, one mile and a quarter in 
2:02 2-5, track fast.

J. C. Ellis’ Jack Howe was second and Harned 
Bros.’ Typhoon third. The track for Thursday’s 
racing was slow. R. C. Stable’s Red Cactus after 
winning the third race, for 2-year-old maidens, 
was disqualified for bearing out and forcing J. J. 
Keith’s Brussels wide. The winner’s share was 
given to Brussels and second to Treacy & Strauss 
Bros.’ Nimble Jack. 

The feature on Saturday was the A. B. Dade 
Memorial Handicap and it was won by George 
Collins’ Thistle Ann, which finished a length in 
front of Jack Howe and Typhoon. The distance 
was 6 furlongs, and this daughter of Sir John 
Johnson from Even Money, by Fair Play, covered 
it in 1:12 over a fast track. The net value to the 
winner was $1,150. 

Racing at Dade Park will continue through 
September 9. 


JOHN D. CARR DIES SUDDENLY. 

Stricken while at a table in the United States 
Hotel at Saratoga Springs, New York, at noon, 
Monday, August 17, John D. Carr, of Lexington, 
died at 3:30 o’clock that afternoon at the Sara- 
toga Hospital. Mr. Carr, 71 years of age, was 
unmarried. With his brother Thomas, he suc- 
cessfully conducted a Thoroughbred horse breed- 
ing establishment in Fayette County. He an- 
nually sold the yearlings raised at his farm in 
conjunction with his brother-in-law, Thomas 
Piatt, under the firm name of Carr and Piatt. 
Their yearlings are to be sold Wednesday night, 
August 20. 

Admiral Cary T. Grayson, who attended Mr. 
Carr immediately after he was stricken, said that 
he could not have recovered. Mr. Carr was a 
fine man and had a wide circle of friends who are 
saddened by his passing. The remains will arrive 
in Lexington Wednesday. 


RESOIL CHURCHILL DOWNS. 

Arrangements have been made to transfer 
training activities to the Douglas Park course, in 
order to resoil the track at Churchill Downs for 
spring racing in 1931. Stables were repaired at 
Douglas Park and paddocks erected for fall and 
winter operations. The track at that course is 
considered excellent for training. The directors 
and track superintendent, Tom Young, of the 
Churchill Downs course, expect to have one of the 
fastest as well as safest tracks in America as a 
result of resoiling. 


COLONEL BRADLEY TO SELL FIFTEEN. 

Colonel E. R. Bradley has arranged with 
Judge Joseph A. Murphy, general manager 
of the Chicago Business Men’s Racing Associa- 
tion, to disperse his entire string of 15 horses 
comprising the Western Division in charge of 
Trainer William Hurley. The sale will be held in 
the paddock at Hawthorne Race Track at noon 
Thursday, August 21. 

Colonel Bradley’s reason for selling these 
horses is to make room for others that will be 
turned over to Mr. Hurley from the main string 
for racing during the coming fall and winter. 
Their places in the main string will be taken by 
the yearlings now being broken at the Idle Hour 


Farm. This looks like a good opportunity to get 
some useful horses for racing at the Western

AS SEEN AT LOUISVILLE. 


Buck Weaver, in The Louisville Times, says: 
“Latonia’s 1930 summer session has been in the 
nature of an experiment in that it was distributed 
over the month of July and the early part of 
August rather than through June into early July 
as had been the custom for years. Three reasons 
were advanced for this difference in dates. One 
was that the track, resurfaced last winter, would 
be given additional time to settle and pack. An- 
other was that the management hoped to avoid 
any chance of another rainy spell similar to the 
one encountered last June, and a third that by 
moving up the dates Latonia would not conflict 
with Washington Park, another American Turf 
track. The experiment did not prove a happy 
one, however, and it’s a pretty safe bet that the 
old schedule calling for Latonia to follow right 
after Churchill Downs, will be readopted next 
year. To begin with, the footing, after a winter’s 
packing from rain and snow, will have no bearing 
on the question. And the rainy spell which the 
management sought to escape failed to develop 
and the more serious handicap of heat was en- 
countered. Licking Valley always has been a 
favorite spot for old Sol, even in June, and this 
July his rays have been oppressive. This is bound 
to have had its effect on the attendance. As for 
any conflict with the track at Chicago, it makes 
but little difference whether Latonia is run in 
opposition to Washington Park or Arlington.”

about what they do. *Amalette is also the dam 
of Rose Cloud, Jhulpa and Annie Roon. 

We next saw *Pouponne (dam of Fast Black 
and My o’ My, and sister to the Australian win- 
ner Dancing Doll), by Black Jester out of My 
Dolly (dam of the winner *War Marvel and 
*War Doll, dam of the winners Relay and Sun 
Doll, and sister to Dolly Varden, also a producer), 
by Sundridge, she out of the Oaks winner Glass 
Doll, half-sister to Angelic, dam of *North 
Star III. *Pouponne is a nice mare, and has a 
grand bay colt by Upset. It is a lot to expect 
that Mr. Marks would have another son of 
Upset so good as is Misstep, but it is doubtful 
if Misstep was, at the same age, more attractive 
than is this youngster. 


Postal, the young half-sister to Stamp, Stamp- 
dale and Postage, by *Huon, out of Post Mark 
(own sister to Fox Trot, grandam of Dr. Free- 
land), by *Star Shoot, has at heel a very racy 
looking brown filly by Westy Hogan. This 
youngster is as quick as a cat and will be getting 
some early money when she goes to racing. 

Voliton, a winner by Von Tromp out of *Free- 
will II (dam of the winners Emancipation and 
Crittall, and half-sister to *Fribble, dam of the 
winners *President, Bargain Day, Dribble, 
Quibble and The Antelope), by Maintenon, out of 
Frederica, by Fripon, has an amusing and in- 
teresting chestnut colt by Supremus. This fel- 
low is a twin (the other having died at foaling) 
and he is as independent as a hog on ice. The 
men at the farm call him Buck and he has a 
number of little stunts which he does only when 
it pleases him. However, he was in a mood for 
performance the day we were out and we felt 
like bringing him away with us. Twins usually 
are not considered very highly as racing pros- 
pects but this fellow seems to be so unusual that 
there may be a chance for him under colors. 


Many Thorns, a young mare by Eternal, has 
a very attractive, quick-moving bay filly foal by 
Infinite. Many Thorns is out of *Cactus Queen 
(dam of Dr. Sisk and Queen Olivia, and sister to 
the winner *Pastoureau), by Flint Rock, out of 
*Prickly Pear, by Persimmon. 


Clara Bell, a young daughter of Peter Quince, 
‘and own sister to Quince Garden, winner of 20 
races, has a bay colt by *San-utar. While this 
fellow is plain in appearance, he is big and stout 
and will wear well. Mr. Lucas, who was a long 
time at James R. Keene’s famous Castleton Stud, 
commented that this colt reminded him very 
much of Peter Pan, when that famous race 
horse and sire was a suckling. Clara Bell’s 
dam, Miss Gardner, also produced Ivan Gardner 
and Miladi Anne and the producers Lady Hender- 
son and Miss McNeill. She was by *Masetto. 

Damara, a winning daughter of *Sweeper out 
of Damaris, by Spearmint has a highly attractive 
bay filly by Supremus. This youngster has an 
abundance of quality, is properly made and is 
very quick. Her dam is half-sister to La Dago 
and to Champ d’Or, dam of Campus Flirt and 
Kensington and she comes from Joseph E. 
Widener’s Elmendorf Stud. 

Welfare (dam of the winner Miss Nobody), by 
*Omar Khayyam has a good brown colt by *Way- 
good. This youngster is neatly made and will 


grow into a medium-sized, attractive horse. Wel- 
fare is half-sister to Priscilla Ruley, Priscilla 
Carter and Spray, dam of the winners Merman 
and Storm. The next dam, The Reef, by Trap 
Rock, was a half-sister to Column, Rory O’Moore, 
Contour, Scarab and Darius. The next dam was 
Pyramid, own sister to the wonderful horse Pris- 
cillian, and half-sister to Sam C. Hildreth’s 
famous old campaigner Stromboli, now a pen- 
sioner at Stromboli Farm, Mrs. Hildreth’s place 
at Jobstown, N. J. 


The big mare *Royal Mint (dam of Royal 
Watch), by Marajax out of *Royal Coinage (dam 
of Royal Tracings and *Rouleau), by Minting 
has a chestnut filly by Upset which is large and 
very strong. Some of the hunting folks surely 
would like to have this one after its racing days 
are ended. 


Culture, a young mare, by *Spanish Prince II 
out of Grecian (a winner and dam of the win- 
ners McCrimmon and Sea Rip and half-sister to 
Meelick), by *Ogden has a bay colt by *San-utar 
which is better than any of the others, in short 
he is a real good one. 


Two other young mares having foals at heel 
by *Sun-utar are Spikelet, by St. Rock, and Fay 
Shaw, by *Prince Palatine or Prince Pal. Spike- 
let’s is a bay colt, quite plain and more lightly 
made than any of the others. Fay Shaw’s is a 
chestnut filly with an abundance of finish and 
size. Spikelet is out of Cypera, an own sister to 
Wayfarer and half-sister to Stars and Stripes 
and to Blue Stockings, dam of Ira Wilson. Fay 
Shaw is out of Wren (dam of the winners Ath- 
lete and Kilbowie, and sister to Norumdega, win- 
ner and producer), by *Star Shoot. Postal and 
Fay Shaw both go back to Passan (half-sister 
to the unbeaten Colin, and dam of Aldebaran, a 
stakes winner of 25 races, Prairie and Fox Trot, 
grandam of Dr. Freeland), by Hamburg. 

After seeing these mares and foals we went to 
*San-utar’s stable and he was led out for in- 
spection. Since going into the stud this horse has 
filled out wonderfully and is very symmetrical, 
with more than usual bone. Mr. Lucas and his 
men give him a splendid reputation for disposi- 
tion and for general cleverness in his ways and 
work. He went into the sale ring after the 
death of the late James Corrigan, under the han- 
dicap of a rumor that he was shy in breeding. 
It developed afterwards that he had been tried 
only once under most unfavorable conditions, and 
late in the season of 1929 Mr. Marks and Mose 
Lowenstein, trainer of the Le Mar Stock Farm 
horses, decided that he would not further stand 
training, and he was sent to the farm and put 
in service, rather more in the nature of an ex- 
periment than otherwise. The result was that he 
got six foals from seven mares this season, and 
five of these are at Le Mar Farm. We would 
suggest that persons who like this blood could do 
well by making a visit to Le Mar Stock Farm to 
see *San-utar with a view to arrangements for 
the coming season. 

The Le Mar Stock Farm yearlings are all at 
Louisville being broken by Johnny Jones at 
Douglas Park. We did not go to see a few mares 
without foals, but Mr. Lucas stated that every 
mare on the place is in foal this year with the 
exception of Mabel McKane. 

The writer desires to compliment Mr. Lucas 
on the general appearance of the farm, taking 
into consideration the excessive dry spell, and 
on the condition of the mares and the foals and 
likewise of *San-utar. 


Week Ending August 23, 1930 
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FORT ERIE. 


HE Ontario course, Fort Erie, opened its 

second summer meeting of the usual seven 
days duration on Saturday, August 9, and closed 
Saturday, August 16. Weather and track con- 
ditions were good and attendance was splendid. 
On Wednesday, August 13, the Clifton House 
Handicap was decided and it was won by C. C. 
Hastings’ Little Gyp, a head better than Meridian 
Queen. The time for the 1 mile and 70 yards 
was 1:42 2-5 over a fast track. J. Bernard’s 
Magdalena furnished a big surprise on the closing 
day when she won over the heavily backed Eleu- 
sagon, and paid her backers $98.00 to $2. Thorn- 
cliffe Stable’s Fair Oil won the Peace Bridge 
Purse, for 3-year-olds and upward foaled in Can- 
ada, run on Friday. N. N. Mooney’s Omareen 
finished two lengths in front of Sweet Sentiment 
in the Cherry Hill Purse, also run on Friday, cov- 
ering the mile in 1:37 4-5, just one-fifth slower 
than the record made by Cliff Edge in 1911 over 
this track. The closing day feature was the 
J. Connors Memorial Handicap, and it was won 
in a driving finish by Miss Blanche Watson’s good 
campaigner, Nostaw, a length and a half better 
than Sir Raoul, Andromeda and five others. 


DORVAL PARK. 


Dorval Park, the course at Montreal, Quebec, 
opened its second summer meeting of seven days 
on Saturday, August 16. There was no feature 
on the opening day, but the fifth race of 1 1-16 
miles brought out some of the best. F. Hayes’ 
Bounding Deep was the winner by a nose over 
T. Coffey’s Rejuvenation. 


ROUGH RIDERS FINED. 


Taking action toward eliminating rough rid- 
ing, the stewards of the Canadian Racing Asso- 
ciation issued the following ruling, which went 
into effect Tuesday, August 12: “Beginning Tues- 
day, and for the remainder of the racing season 
in Canada, at tracks under the jurisdiction of 
the Canadian Racing Association, there will be 
no fine less than $25 for rough riding, or cutting 
across the fields at any stage of a race, or not 
keeping in position during the stretch run. For 
a second offense a fine of $50 will be imposed and 
the third offense will necessitate action from the 
Canadian Racing Association committee.” 


OHIO 


BAINBRIDGE PARK. 
ACING at Bainbridge Park, which completed 
its thirty-first day on Saturday, August 16, 
will continue for 18 days more, closing Saturday, 
September 6. There were no stakes decided dur- 
ing the past week but there was good racing at 
the Geauga Lake track. The feature race on Sat- 
urday, August 16, was the Hunting Valley Stakes, 
which was won by Donny Johnny, Mrs. E. M. 
Doumani’s 22-year-old son of Cherokee. This was 
the fifth victory this year for this youngster. He 
ran the 51% furlongs in 1:07 2-5 over a fast track. 
A fatal accident occurred in the opening race 
on Saturday, when the young apprentice W. Duff, 
mounted on Mont Daisy, was killed when his 
mount stumbled to his knees and unseated him. 
The horses following trampled Duff, and when 
help came to remove him from the track he was 
dead. He was under contract to V. Cloud. 


FOREIGN 


LIVERPOOL CUP TO ACRAGAS. 
ARSHALL FIELD, American sportsman, who 
has horses in training in the stable of Cap- 
tain Cecil Boyd-Rochfort in England, was for- 
tunate enough to have Acragas, 4-year-old colt 
by Phalaris out of Marissa, win the Liverpool 
Cup. Acragas showed his fitness and stamina 
over the soft ground and defeated Sol B. Joel’s 
Knight of the Grail, winner of this event last 
year, by a half-length. 
It was the first victory for Acragas this year, 
although he has placed in his last four starts. 


LE PHARE WINS STEWARDS’ CUP. 

Another son of Phalaris, Le Phare, owned by 
the Aga Khan, won the Stewards’ Cup at Good- 
wood, July 29, beating by a head Mr. Sol Joel’s 
Fleeting Memory. The Aga Khan heads the 
owners’ list with stakes won to the value of more 
than $165,000. Le Phare is out of Eagle Snipe, 
by White Eagle out of Snoot, by Perigord. Le 
Phare is a 4-year-old. At two he was second in 
the Liverpool Autumn Foal Stakes and third in 
Prendergast Stakes, etc. Last season he won the 
Red Rose and Sussex Stakes and was third in 
the July and Molyneux Cups. 


THE SCOUT WINS AGAIN. 

William Woodward's The Scout, 3-year-old bay 
colt by *Sir Gallahad III—*La Rablee, winner of 
the Newmarket Stakes, also won the Knowsley 
Dinner Stakes, run at Liverpool, from Lord Der- 
by’s Knight of Lorn, which was favorite and was 
in receipt of 22 pounds from the winner. 


ILLINOIS 


NO CHARGE TO SHIP. 
HE Chicago Business Men’s Racing Associa-. 
tion, in order to assist in making the $3,000 
added Governor’s Derby, to be run under the 
auspices of the Illinois State Fair at Springfield 
Saturday, August 23, a success, has agreed to pay 
the shipping expenses of transporting horses from 
Hawthorne to Springfield and return. There are 
to be six other races run on that day at Spring- 
field. The Derby entries so far number seven, 
Reveille Boy, winner of the American Derby, 
being one of the nominees. Joe McLennan, racing 
secretary and handicapper at Hawthorne, is ac- 
cepting entries for the event. 


EQUIPOISE OUT OF TRAINING. 

Equipoise, which races under the colors of his 
breeder-owner Harry Payne Whitney, and which 
is considered the greatest rival of George D. 
Widener’s Jamestown, is temporarily out of 
training. He has developed a splint that has 
made necessary the use of the firing iron. This 
son of Pennant out of Swinging, by Broomstick, 
will not be seen under colors until the Futurity 
at Belmont Park. 


ALBERT SABATH ELECTED PRESIDENT. 
Albert Sabath was named president of the Illi- 
nois Thoroughbred Horse Owners’ and Breeders’ 
Association at the election of officers held Sat- 
urday, August 16.

The total number of head 
offered was 47, which were sold for $53,700, an 
average of $1,142.55. The largest consignment 
was the 18 head sold by Rodman Meacham, of 
Hopkinsville, Ky., and his chestnut colt by 
*Johren—Mable Trask, by Jack Atkin, brought 
the top price of the evening when he was knocked 
down to Mrs. M. H. West for $10,000. Mrs. West 
also bought two other colts by *Johren, one out 
of War Tidings and one out of Star Stone, for 
$2,500 each from Mr. Meacham’s Sominco Farms’ 
group. The colt out of Mabel Trask is own 
brother to Mrs. West’s Sir Johren. 


Other Hopkinsville breeders who had yearlings 
up for sale were Mr. J. H. White, who sold five 
for a total of $4,950, averaging $990.00; Mr. T. W. 
Garnett, 2 for $1,400; Henry Altsheler, four for a 
total of $3,150, averaging $787.50; and B. P. 
Eubank, five head for $2,550, averaging $510.00 
each. W. J. Glover sold one for $550.00. 


Mr. A. C. Randolph sent eleven from his stud 
at Bluemont, Va., which realized $12,450, averag- 
ing $1,131.82. The bay colt by Runantell out of 
Orageuse, a half-sister to Osmand, topped his 
sale when J. P. Smith paid $3,500 for him. J. P. 
Smith also paid $2,500 for a half-brother to Sara- 
zen II, by Sweep On—Talisman. Last year Mr. 
Randolph sold 11 head for a total of $10,000, 
average $833.33. 

In 1928, 45 head were offered on the fifth eve- 
ning and they brought $49,800, averaging

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PRACTICAL LIGHT HORSE BREEDING 


In the Blue Grass of Kentucky and Its 
Possibilities Throughout the United States 


By MAJOR JOHN F. WALL, U. S. ARMY 


HIS is the concluding installment of Major 
Walls article, the first of which appeared 
in THE BLOOD-HORSE for the week ending May 31. 
From the comment we have thus far received we 
know that this article has been highly enjoyed by 
many who are interested in the breeding, care and 
handling of Thoroughbred horses. We would ap- 
preciate hearing from you, if you have not al- 
ready written, and we would especially like your 
opinion as to whether or not this work should be 
printed in permanent binding.—Editor. 


UOTATIONS from an article on Elementary 

Principles of Horse Breeding, by Lieutenant- 
Colonel C. L. Scott, first published in The Re- 
mount for March, 1928, follow: 


“ * * * Tt has been my good fortune to 
see and study for the past ten years this 
work at Remount Depots as well as some 
of the work that is being done by over 500 
Remount stallions throughout the United 
States for farmers and breeders. Nothing 
new has been discovered in breeding prin- 
ciples and nothing of importance that is not 
already known to the careful, experienced 
breeder. There are, however, .a lot of begin- 
ners in the horse game that are now avail- 
ing themselves of the services of Government 
stallions, and there are also a larger number 
of ‘supposed to be’ experts that I see and 
hear of constantly that will advise these be- 
ginners to try something new. A citation of 
a few instances of the commonest errors 
committed in horse breeding and of some 
of the principles that must not be violated 
may not be amiss in this article, for the bene- 
fit of those who are just starting breeding 
and who have not carefully studied the sub- 
ject. 

“How many people have you heard say, 
for example, that a Thoroughbred will get 
you a fine heavyweight hunter out of a draft 
mare or a grade draft mare. It is true, that 
occasionally this happens, but any person 
who follows this as a general rule is doomed 
to failure. Everyone who has made a suc- 
cess in breeding knows, believes and prac- 
tices the law of heredity that like produces 
like and violent crosses cannot be successful. 
Only the ignorant go counter to this law. 

“It is true that in a cross of a Thorough- 
bred and a draft mare of quality, you fre- 
quently get a fine, active work horse that 
will stand the heat and show a world of cour- 
age in his work, but don’t try to fool your- 
self into believing that you are going to 
produce, by this method, a desirable riding 
horse or a hunter. Of course, you can grade 
up from a draft mare to a successful brood- 
mare after two or three crosses to eliminate 
the draft characteristics, but why waste this 
time and produce a lot of ‘betwixt and be-

tween’ colts in the grading-up process, if it 
is possible to start with a riding type or 
mare? The following breeds of light horses 
cross well to produce riding horses and are 
immeasurably better than the draft cross: 
The Thoroughbred, the Arabian, the Morgan, 
the Standardbred, the Hackney and the Sad- 
dlebred, and are not so-called violent crosses. 
It is a notable fact that many persons who 
take up horse breeding without a thorough 
study of the subject, and those who follow 
shiftless methods in breeding, ascribe all the 
faults in the colt to the stallion. The mare 
is fully as important as the stallion and the 
proper feeding and care of the colts are just 
as important, if not more so, than the mare 
and stallion combined. 

“For example, we will say that a Thor- 
oughbred stallion is crossed on a grade draft 
mare. A colt with big feet, coarse head, 
clumsy and phlegmatic, is the result. How 
could anyone be so foolish as to blame these 
defects on the sire which has been bred for 
generation after generation without produc- 
ing any of these characteristics? Even 
mares of good type, sometimes are poor pro- 
ducers. Half-bred mares that have all in the 
way of conformation that is desired will fre-

quently produce poor colts—drafty, common 
and clumsy. She and the stallion to which 
bred were not sufficiently prepotent to over- 
come the ‘drag’ back toward the average of 
her former ill-bred ancestors. 

“IT have also heard some people say that 
if a horse is a good hunter sire, he should 
produce, and will produce, good colts out of 
almost any kind of mare. This again is an 
exception to the rule and is the kind of sire 
rarely seen. I have seen the Thoroughbred 
stallion ‘A’ bred to the grade draft mare ‘T’ 
produce poor colts, and the Thoroughbred 
stallion ‘B’ bred to the same mare ‘Y’ get 
good colts. On another grade draft mare 
similar to ‘Y,’ which we will call ‘X,’ I have 
seen the results reversed; that is to say, the 
stallion ‘A’ was better on the grade mare ‘X’ 
than the stallion ‘B,’ although the stallion 
‘B’ was the better of the two for the mare 
‘Y.’ This only goes to show that the blood of 
the stallion may ‘nick’ with the blood of a 
mare for producing type just as it does for 
producing speed, but such rare instances of 
successful violent crosses should not be ac- 
cepted as a rule. 

“There are many good half-bed mares that 
produce regularly good hunters or polo ponies 
and should, of course, be kept as broodmares. 
After a very careful study of the subject, I 
would say, however, that the chance of suc- 
cess in breeding riding horses, hunters or 
polo ponies from a band of half-bred mares 
as compared to three-fourth-bred mares, 
was, in practice, about 1 to 2. It certainly 
pays tremendously to grade up your mares 
and to eliminate promptly the ‘in and outer’ 
-—that is the kind that have a good colt one 
year and a poor one the next. This kind of 
mare is more liable to occur in half-breds 


than in three-fourth-breds, or better. In many

ways these ‘in and outers’ are more expen- 
sive to maintain than the ‘shy breeders,’ be- 
cause you not only feed her, but also a worth- 
less colt, while you are making up your mind 
to get rid of the colt. 

“For a young foal, there is nothing that 
will take the place of its dam’s milk. A beau- 
tiful mare that is a poor suckler is an expen- 
sive broodmare to maintain. It is most no- 
ticeable, too, that a mare that is a poor suck- 
ler, after foaling, in many instances, drops 
at foaling time a small, scraggly colt. If she 
will not and cannot nourish the colt after 
foaling, she also fails to nourish it in utero. 
I have seen small, weedy colts from mares 
of this kind continually attributed to the sire. 

“If a colt at time of foaling is large and 
strong, it will develop much more rapidly 
and much earlier than a small, weak one. It 
is a hard and painstaking task to grow size 
on the ones that come small—a short ribbed, 
‘shad bellied’ mare has no room for the colt 
to develop to any size during the period of 
gestation, and the colt when foaled is usually 
undersized. It is also noticeable that the 
poor sucklers among broodmares are fre- 
quently those that are short ribbed and lack- 
ing in roominess. Do not waste time with 
such mares! 

“Most breeders, particularly in the East, 
are constantly endeavoring to obtain size in 
their colts by insisting on the use of very 
large stallions. Little or no attention is paid 
to the mare, and the stallion is supposed to 
give the size. My observation leads me to be- 
lieve firmly that you can get more size in 
colts by selecting medium-sized mares (15-2 
or 15-3 hands) that are good sucklers and 
roomy, and breeding them to a medium-sized 
stallion, than you can by breeding a larger, 
narrow, poor suckling mare to the largest 
possible stallion. Of course, no size can be 
obtained in any colt without proper feed and 
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the elimination of internal parasites, both of 
which subjects I cover briefly below. 

“The breeders and farmers of the country 
who produce good cattle, hogs and sheep, 
know the value of ‘grading-up,’ feeding, care, 
and the elimination of internal parasites. 
Yet, it is strange to see these same success- 
ful breeders of other live stock frequently 
trying to raise a colt on nothing but neglect 
and abuse. I have even heard some of them, 
who were good feeders for other live stock, 
say that a broodmare should be kept thin. 
How can you expect size, strength and stami- 
na in a colt foaled by and fed by an under- 
nourished mare? 


“In the production of horses, I believe that 
the most important periods of the work are 
the care and handling of the mare four or 
five months prior to foaling, the care and 
handling of mare and foal during the suck- 
ling period, and the care and handling of the 
colt until one year of age. Neglect at any 
one of these periods is hard and costly to 
overcome, and a set-back after successfully 
going through these three periods is rare. 

“Herding broodmares under sheds with 
their colts and herding colts together in sheds 
without individual care and attention is a 
method of producing horses that cannot long 
continue in this day of high prices for good 
horses and the lack of a market of any kind 
for a poor horse. Quantity production must 
give way to quality production. Mares and 
colts herded together in sheds and barns 
injure each other—the thin, weak colts that 
need the most feed get the least-—the con- 
stant ‘milling around’ gives to none the rest 
and quiet which they should have if the best 
results are to be expected. To shelter the 
mare in a box-stall before foaling and while 
suckling her foal and to provide a box-stall 
for the colt at least while a weanling and a 
yearling, requires very little more labor, 
less forage, and is the cheapest method in 
the long run. Of course, it is preferable to 
keep the colt in a box-stall until fully de- 
veloped if it is possible to do so. It is fre- 
quently successful also to keep two wean- 
lings in the same box-stall. 


“In advocating the stabling in a box-stall 
for mares and colts, it is not intended to inti- 
mate that they should be constantly kept in 
stables, throughout the day, pampered or 
over-fed. Mares and colts must have plenty 
of fresh air, sunshine, good grass and a cer- 
tain amount of ‘roughing it’ to develop stami- 
na and hardiness. No good results are ac- 
complished, however, by letting broodmares 
and colts stay out day or night in cold, 
blustery weather, or in the hot sun during 
summer, to be tormented by flies. The more 
outdoor exercise and grazing they get under 
reasonable conditions the better. If possible 
to avoid extremes in weather by proper in- 
dividual shelter it should be done. For the 
spring, fall and winter, it is best to turn out 
in day time and stable at night. In the hot 
summer days and fly time, it is best to 
stable during the heat of the day and turn 
out in the evening for the night. 

“Weanling and yearling colts, to acquire 
growth and size, need almost as much feed 
as mature horses in medium work. In my 
opinion, the first year of the colt’s life is the 
time to get him growing and to keep him 
growing. Colts can stand short feed much 


better as two and three-year-olds than they 
can in the first year. A study of the com- 
ponents of the rations to be fed is most im- 
portant. Plain timothy or other straight 
hays and oats are not the best rations. Al- 
falfa properly fed is of great value and is 
being used more and more each year by the 
best breeders in the United States. A tim- 
othy-clover mixture is much superior to 
straight timothy. 

“The following rations have been found 
most satisfactory for mares and colts at the

from about May 15 to October 15, 
weaning time. Morning feed: Three qts. oats, 1 qt. bran. 
Night feed: Same. : 

Many breeders feed the mares on pasture after the 
grass comes and feed colts from creep. This method 
works successfully: For colts during this period, feed 
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1% to 1 qt. crushed oats, % to 1 qt. bran, and 4% to 
14 qt. crushed corn, per colt per day. After colts clean 
up, the amounts may be gradually increased. 


FEED FOR COLTS: 
First Ten Days After Weaning 

Morning feed: Two qts. crushed oats, 1 pt. bran. 

Noon feed: Two qts. crushed oats, 2 lbs. alfalfa. 

Night feed: Two or 3 qts. crushed oats, 1 pt. bran. 
Four Ibs. alfalfa, 6 lbs. timothy (or timothy clover 
mixed). If colt does not clean up reduce amounts. 

Ten Days After Weaning to December 1 

Morning feed: Two qts. oats crushed, 1 pt. bran. 

Noon feed: Two qts. oats, crushed; 2 to 4 lbs. alfalfa. 

Night feed: Three qts. oats, 1 qt. bran, 1 qt. corn, 2 
qts. carrots, 4 to 6 lbs. alfalfa; 4 to 6 lbs. timothy or 
timothy clover mixture. 

About this date (December 1) colts should be 
wormed. After worming feed until spring, April 30: 

Morning feed: Two to 3 qts. oats, crushed; 1 pt. bran. 

Noon feed: Two to 3 qts. crushed oats, 2 to 4 lbs. 
alfalfa. 

Night feed: Three to 4 qts. oats, 1 qt. bran, % to 1 
qt. corn, 2 qts. carrots. Four to 6 lbs. alfalfa; 6 to 8 
lbs. timothy or other hay. : 

During good grass period, night feed only is neces- 
sary—about 4 qts. oats crushed, Ipt. bran, 6 lbs. alfalfa. 

The colt after the period described above has passed 
through his most important stage and should be fed 
sufficiently to in good flesh. 

Timothy-clover hay is always preferable to straight 
timothy. Bran, when fed at the same time as oats, is 
always mixed with the oats. It prevents bolting, and 
is especially valuable for this reason. 


POSSIBILITIES. 
THE MARKET: 


A 3-year-old well bred horse weighing 1,100 
pounds and above 16 hands tall, having finish and 
suitable hunter conformation, is a very valuable 
animal. If the horse is kept and worked care- 
fully until it is a 5-year-old, its worth will 
double. It is not exceptional for horses of this 
type to bring from $1,500 to $5,000, depending on 
experience and ability. 

A few made polo ponies bring prices which 
seem fabulous. The reason for these prices is 
that comparatively few ponies even of suitable 
conformation and which are otherwise appar- 
ently promising, develop sufficiently well to play 
on the first teams of the country. The number 
of excellent ponies developed each year which 
just fall short of attaining championship ability 
is large. Prices paid initially to the breeder, for 
the champions and the “also rans” vary very lit- 
tle because there is much in the making of a 
pony. For this reason, breeders should ordinari- 
ly dispose of their animals as a quick turnover

at reasonable prices and eliminate the grief so 
often attending development. 

The Army cannot compete with the civilian 
market when it comes to a question of purchas- 
ing horses suitable to become hunters and polo 
ponies. Comparatively few of the outstanding 
foals by Government stallions will be found in 
the Military Service during peace-time. And this 
situation is not deplored. Rather, the Army is 
pleased because nothing can better stimulate horse 
breeding than a reasonable demand for horses at 
fair prices. And, after all, the serious work laid 
down for the Remount Service is the supply of 
horses in National emergency. 

SELECTING A LOCALITY: 

The Remout Service, as a general rule, advo- 
cates that farmers breed one or two mares and 
attempt to produce annually as a “by-product” 
a corresponding number of marketable animals. 
Again, many individuals want to have the pleas- 
ure of raising horses and may insist, despite de- 
ficiency of certain quality in soil, water and 
grass, to raise the animals where they can be 
seen daily. 

The best site for a breeding establishment for 
light horses is where the soil consists of a silt 
loam with a sub-soil of clay loam; the presence 
of calcium phosphate is an advantage and the 
ground should be undulating, allowing good drain- 
age. Rich soil on stiff clay and in low and wet 
localities should be avoided. Heavy draft horses 
of phlegmatic temperament do well in low lying 
fertile localities where there is fattening forage 
in plenty. 

As a general indication, wherever alfalfa thrives 
naturally or at least without a too frequent irri- 
gation, is a locality where soil is suitable for 
light horse breeding. High lying meadows pro- 
duce a grass superior in taste and nutritive value 
to grass of the lowlands. Running water which 
is practically colorless and containing some lime 
is a great asset. Altitude develops lung capacity 
due to the rarefied air. A windy, open country 
is not detrimental. And it is a factor in aiding 
in proper curing of hay. 

Grazing should be available at least five months 
of the year. Where there is a reasonable supply 
of grass, grazing is most advantageous as it 
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insures a slow but continuous exercise which de- 
velops the muscles, tendons and bone. The larger 
the pastures are and if obstructions are present 
which prevent an open view, the more exercise 
the animal will take. A horse’s curiosity is easi- 
ly aroused. Even in paddocks, a horse will take 
more exercise if there is some object which pre- 
sents an obstruction to his view and will cause 
the animal to walk around it to investigate. 


Grazing is favored over feeding grass in stalls 
on account of the exercise, the freshness of the 
grass when grazed, the animal eating slower, and 
obtaining the choice part of the grass near the 
roots so often remaining unmoved. 

An experienced breeder of more than 40 years 
with Thoroughbreds, both in Kentucky and in 
an arid Northwestern state, considers that a 
better Thoroughbred cannot be raised anywhere 
than those raised in certain localities in Montana. 
He considers the climate, water, grass and soil 
as ideal. There is no limestone in the locality. 
He states that wind, eye and foot trouble are un- 
known; that horses raised there are hardy, cour- 
ageous and, when handled properly, as gentle as 
those raised anywhere. 


While he realizes that a stallion when permit- 
ted to run with a band of mares will assuredly 
be successful in getting a large per cent in foal, 
he advocates following the same methods any- 
where in raising horses as those in general prac- 
tice in Kentucky. His reasons, stated briefly, 
are: 


1. Wastage in animals due to injury of foals 
and mares and the comparative short life of the 
stallion on the range. 


2. When animals are not stabled in cold 
weather at night, more feed is necessary and 
barren mares come in season late. 


3. Animals can be handled and gentled. 
PLEASURE AND PROFIT: 


The saturation point of supply for good riding 
horses will not be attained during the lifetime of 
our youngest generation. Raising high class rid- 
ing horses is indeed a most promising industry 
for those who are equipped to seriously undertake 
it. However, to be successful, it must have some- 
thing more than profit for its incentive. Von 
Oettingen says: * * * but in the breeding of 
horses one very great factor has cooperated which 
is more or less absent in the breeding of other 
animals. This mighty factor was passion. Bat- 
tle and sport are the foundation of horse breed- 
ing. These two have, as if by magic, produced 
a passionate love for this breeding. This love 
works with more power, wisdom, ingenuity and 
industry than all book wisdom of the wisest 
heads and all conscientiousness of the most in- 
dustrious of men. To horse breeding, as well as 
to all that lives, the words of the Apostle St. 
Paul apply: ‘The greatest of these is love.’ ”’ 


THE END. 


COMING TO AMERICA. 

Gaston, 6-year-old Irish jumper, a bay gelding, 
by Bachelor’s Jap, out of Lovelorn, by Pride, she 
out of the American mare Lady McKinlay, by 
Iroquois, has been sold to I. Holloway and is com- 
ing to the United States. He won four races from 
seven starts last year and this year won the 
Prince of Wales Steeplechase at Punchestown and 
was third in the Irish Grand National. He has 
one other race at Galway, making three starts 
for this year. 


AT HARTLAND ALSO. 

A writer at Omaha to The New York Times 
tells of the response of fish in Lake Genevieve, a 
fishing resort near Freemont, Nebraska, to the 
calls and signals of Mr. and Mrs. Ed Pascoe, 
owners of the lake. When they throw bits of 
food into the lake they whistle and thump a 
dishpan, and the fish swim to the point by the 
hundreds. Fishermen, however, are not allowed 
to cast their lines into the water at that point. 
At Senator Johnson N. Camden’s beautiful farm 
in Woodford County, near Versailles, Ky., the 
home of the Hartland Stud of Thoroughbreds, 
there is a sunken garden, in the center of which 
is a considerable lake inhabited by gold fish. For 
several years it has been the practice to stamp 
the foot on the flat capstones of the wall at a 
point near the house when the fish are wanted to 
come. They always respond, and usually are 
fed when they arrive. 


YEA, “BEAU BELMONT.” 


The New York law which resulted in a 90-day 
sentence for Elijah Johnston, Negro groom, 
charged with having put a sponge into Sun Mis- 
sion’s nose, reads as follows: 

“Any one who wilfully sets on foot, instigates, 
engages in, or in any way furthers any act of 
cruelty to any animal, or any act tending to pro- 
duce such cruelty, is guilty of a misdemeanor, 
punishable by ninety days in jail, a fine, or both.” 

“Beau Belmont,” in The Morning Telegraph 
(New York), comments, as follows: “If the next 
judge who sits on a case where the charge is 
tampering with a Thoroughbred just adds a fine 
of $1,000 to be worked out at $1 a day he would 
be putting teeth in the law. The prospect of a 
couple of years behind the bars should be suffi- 
cient to scare the hardiest of the sponging fra- 
ternity.”

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SIRES OF JUVENILE WINNERS 


HE table of sires of 2-year-old winners in- 

cludes the racing of August 12 and takes into 
consideration only first monies won. Pennant, 
son of Peter Pan, has a good lead in point 
of money won. He has five winners of 12 
races and $77,525, gained for the greater part 
through his two stakes winners Equipoise and 
Surf Board. Betty Derr, Insco, Ormesby, Double 
Time and Lady Minnie have won 12 races and 
earned $50,660, which has been credited to their 
sire *Sir Gallahad III, placing him second in the 
list of money won. Third in this respect is 
Campfire whose seven winners, including Vander- 
pool, have won 24 races and $47,360. Close to 
Campfire is St. James, who, represented chiefly 
by his splendid son Jamestown (thus far un- 
beaten) and three other winners, has 11 races 
and $42,355 to his credit. *Epinard, which is 
soon to stand in this country again, is fourth on 
the list with $22,405, earned by four winners of 
six races. Stimulus is fifth with seven winners 
of 19 races and $21,025. 


Sires of 2-year-olds are judged for the most 
part by the number of winners they send to the 
races. In this respect there are five horses which 
have out as many as seven winners each. Camp- 
fire’s seven have won 24 races; the seven sired by 
Stimulus have won 19 races; Donnacona’s get 
have accounted for 14; those by Tryster have 
won 12, and the seven by *Spanish Prince IT have 
won 10 races. Thunderer, Black Servant, Bon 
Homme and Chatterton each have six winners. 
Cherokee, by Sweep, sending his first crop out 
this year, is credited with eight winners of 15 
races, however two of these have double parent- 
age, The Red Rose, by Pataud or Cherokee and 
Birthday Gift by Bracadale or Cherokee. 


Including the racing of August 12 there have 
been 928 races won by 532 2-year-olds, the value 
of the races being $990,550.

There were showers during the late morning 
and another just as the horses were being sad- 
dled. It stopped, however, and the lawn and in- 
field were soon filled with spectators. It was 
reported as one of the largest crowds ever to 
assemble at the course. The four horses broke 
perfectly. Earl Sande had Gallant Fox to the 
front immediately and “Sonny’’ Workman, on 
Whichone, watched his rival closely and beat him 
to the first turn. These two raced close to each 
other and well ahead of the other two. Before 
the mile ground was reached Jockey Baker had 
made his move on Jim Dandy and was close on 
their heels. When the last turn was made Gal- 
lant Fox and Whichone went wide and Jim Dandy 
was by them like a flash on the inside and was 
slinging mud in their faces. Sande moved by 
Whichone, since the Whitney colt at this point 
had a knee to go bad on him, and tried hard to 
catch the leader. But Jim Dandy won drawing 
away and Jockey Baker looking back. Mr. Earl 
was not at Saratoga to see his horse win. 

Just a year ago, at Saratoga, Jim Dandy, mak- 
ing his first start in the East, gave one of the 
biggest surprises of the meeting when he was an 
added starter in the Grand Union Hotel Stakes 
and won that event at odds of 50 to 1.

He sold this 
colt to Mr. Earl last year after he had made 
his first start. This is his first victory this year. 


RISQUE WINS SPINAWAY STAKES. 

Mrs. John Hertz’s good daughter of Stmulus, 
Risque, winner of the Lassie Stakes, at Arling- 
ton, came from the back to win by a nose from 
Colonel E. R. Bradley's Baba Kenny in the thirty- 
ninth running of the Spinaway Stakes (6 fur- 
longs, :24, :48 2-5, 1:16 3-5, track heavy, net 
value to winner $10,000), at Saratoga, August 
16. H. P. Whitney’s Panasette was third, five 
lengths better than Amerisk and Firetop, which 
finished heads apart. Buckup, Potheen, Friaress, 
Ladana, Phantasime, Dark Edwina, Magothy, 
Sovietta and Allez Vite were the other fillies 
which finished in the order given. 

Jockey J. Smith had Baba Kenny to the top 
at the start and she held on well. Risque, rid- 
den by E. Steffen, was away well, but held back 
of the early pace. She responded to urging in 


the stretch and wore down Baba Kenny in the 
final strides.
